Clii*n«e O'Keefe of Cuirter Meets 


Shocking Death Near This City 


Friday Night 


Clarence O'Keefe, mail carrier on a 


rural route out of Custer, and oldest 
•on of Mr. and Mrs. Michael O'Keefe 
who live a few miles north of that 
station, was drowned in the Wisconsin 
river last Friday night but his body 
was not found until Monday. 


Clarence Completed his delivery of 


the mail shortly after noon on Friday 
and drove to this city with his car to 
attend the fair and one of the evening 
entertainment*. In company with sev- 
eral young lady friends he rode about 
town late in the evening and at about 
midnight he took his car across the 
Wisconsin river bridge and thence up 
the road about two miles, stopping at 
the Worzalla saloon for a short time. 
Worzalla is authority for the state* 
ment that the young man drank one or 
possibly two glasses .<*f beer there be- 
fore starting on the^-Stum trip. 


As he reached a bend in the road 


a short distance below A. F. Grubba's 
his car swerved to the left and went 
over the embankment into the river. 


When it was finally located Monday 


evening by D. H. Whitney and Ed. 
Larson, the auto was lying on one 
side under about nine feet of water. 
B. L. Vaughn and crew went up next 
day and hauled it to shore. The front 
axle was badly bent and sprung out 
of shape and an iron rod beneath the 
body of the car was broken. The whole 
upper part of the machine was dam- 
aged but much of this may have been 
caused shortly before Mr. Vaughn's 
arrival. 


An apparent defect in the steering 


gear might account for the accident, 
but the probable cause of Clarence's 
going over the embankment at this 
point is the fact that there is a small 
opening there and one not familiar 
with the roadway would easily get 
confused and turn in the wrong direc- 
tion. 
The young man had defective 


eyesight and only recently was put in 
a deferred class bv the army exemp- 
tion board for this reason. 


His body was carried abwn stream 


for more than a mite and was acciden- 
tally discovered en Monday by John 
Murphy, one of the clam fishers, who

Gien Loiret, 
July 7, 1918 


Dear Father:—I have been trying 


to write you a letter for the last two 
months, but always failed. 
Today is 


Sunday and frothing to do. 
If you 


get this letter you will know that I 
have conquered, to a certain extent, 
procrastination, the one thing that 
has always been with me whenever I 
attempted to write a letter. I know 
that I have been neglectful in my 
correspondence, but you folks at home 
are not far behind. Do not always 
wait for me to start the ball rolling 
for I am in the army and it's mighty 
hard to find time and place to write. 
Many times the news is scarce and 
what's a letter with nothing in it? 
Now, 
take it from me that letters 


from your friends are precious ar- 
ticles in the army and especially from 
home. So pass it on. When you get 
this letter I shall expect to hear from 
everyone at home, including Ade- 
line. 
It is not necessary for me to 


write everyone individually, because 
they all can read my letters, as they 
are not personal by dny means. 
I 


wrote mother a letter and she has not 
answered it as yet. Tell her that I 
would be glad to see her signature i 
nothing else. 


I have very little to say about th 


war, except that we are anticipating 
peace by a year from now. In regan 
to the American soldiers, I only hav 
to verify, or rather repeat the state- 
ments of the American papers tha 
they are a bunch of fighters. They 
have the spirit of attack, attack tha 
the kaiser will never break He know 
it as well as you or I. So far the 
Americans have knocked the living 
stuffing out of the Germans ever; 
time they met them in a battle, re 
gardless of size and numbers. Wha 
I have seen and heard about them 
the papers can not say too much about 
the American fighting ability. 


I am expecting a seven day -fur 


lough in the near future. The Amer 
ican soldier is entitled to one every 
four months. 
So far we have nol 


been getting ours because conditions 
were not the best. The Germans were 
making their offensive and the rail- 
roads were used for war purposes 
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only. Now that the kaiser's ambition 
of reaching Paris has been destroyed 
the furloughs have been restored 
again. 


In regard to my personal affairs 


and progress I have little more to say 
now than I had any time before. 1 
have received two promotions and at 
present am ranked as a wagoner. A 
wagoner draws the same pay as a 
corporal. 
I also have received my 


gold chevron for six months' service 
in France. 
I am feeling better now 


than I ever did before. 
The food 


which we are getting is the best that 
Uncle Sam can buy. We have a doc- 
tor in camp who takes care of the 
health conditions. I heard from many 
sources that this is the most sanitary 
camp in France. So you do not have 
to worry about my health. The doc- 
tor that takes care of us is a real 
one. 
There are very few that have 


anything on him. 


I spent my Fourth in Orleans, the 


first real city that I have been in 
since I have been in France. 
Of 


course the French people fall for the 
American ftoldiers and you cannot 
help but have a good time. They ask 
you of the wonderful nation that you 
come from, from the time you hit 
the city till you leave it. They invite 
you to theh* homes for win? and 
coffee just to be able to talk to you. 
They seem to be proud of the Amer- 
icaji soldiers, for every time they 
make any gains on the front, they 
will talk about it and make it more 
wonderfu] than it reallv is. 


This will be an for this time, hop- 


ing the war will end soon.

BATTLE FOR BABIES A DRAW 


In checking up the net results of 


the Children's Year Campaign, at 
this time. Health Commissioner Ruh- 
land of Milwaukee has set an example 
which might well be followed by the 
Health officer or some other official of 
each Wisconsin community. His re- 
port is disquieting inasmuch as he 
finds that the death rate among Mil- 
waukee children has not been lowered 
as yet in spite of the fact that near- 
ly one-half of the period during which 
100,000 American children's lives were 
to have been saved has passed.

mal death rate. The number of doc- 
tors and nurses engaged in making 
life safer has been greatly dimin- 
ished; and labor conditions have not 
been favorable to babies' welfare.

But that is not enough 
for American resources and Ameri- 
can fighting spirit to accomplish. 
American fathers and mothers at 
lome can do their work as well as 
American soldiers "tare doing theirs 
on the battlefields of France. 


It may be that Milwaukee's tie score 


n its battle with Death is not typical 
of the state as a whole. I have not 
he figures necessary for a definite 
statement, but I doubt if any great 
trains have been made in the state. 
There remains, however, more than 
half a year in which to make our 
quota. With more energy' and devo- 
ion than is-^pent on one Red Cross 
or Liberty Loan drive, we can save 
he lives of 2,140 Wisconsin children 
n the next six months. 


If people, generally, could only see 


he truth that babies do not die from 
natural causes and live because of un- 
natural on»! It does not take extra- 
ordinary knowledge and care to make 
labies live. For the most part, they 
die for the want of ordinary, "garden 
variety" care and intelligent parent- 
lood. If this be so. and it is so. it 
would be no extraordinary feat for 
•very community and every neighbor- 
tood to see to it that every human 
tabv within its boundaries gets as 
ligh a ouality of attention as our 
itate of knowledge demands and su- 
>erior to that given to practically 
every cow's calf that is bom.

started and the Sunday before we left 
we had a regular carnival. 
All kinds 


of ways to separate a man from his 
francs. 
I've never heard so much 


"bally hooir.g." even at the fairs a: 
borne. 
To sue the bunch one would 


think that all of us had gone "loco." 


The next a. m. a signal corps officer 


saw us drilling, came on to the field 
and told us to get off as we were 
under direct observation of a Boche 
balloon. That was nothing new to us 
as we were drilling there every day 
whether the balloons were up or not, 
and one morning while having inspec- 
tion could se? six enemy gas bags. 
while shells went whistling over our 
heads, dealing destruction in a little 
town about a half mile to our rear. 
Even t'iat didn't seem to phase our 
officers, so we drilled right on untii 
this signal corps man told us that we 
might hav» a shell dsop among us. 
That wa.« enough and we quit. 


The most thrilling sight that I have 


ever been lucky enough to witness 
came that day. 
When we first hit our 


old camp, one of the first things that 
I noticed was a balloon station just a 
short distance away. We got to know 
most of the men in the squadron and 
used to watch for the balloon. I have 
seen them put it up and haul it down, 
sometimes hurriedly when a Boche 
mosquito put in his appearance. The 
balloon wa* up that noon and while 
we were all in the midst of our din- 
ner, we heaH a couple of shots from 
an anti-a:Traff gun. looked up and 
shouted that ther? was a German 
r»lan«? coming straight down. 
We 


could nlairdv see the Mack cross on 
the side ard wings. The next second 
t'o-> two 'ib*f>rver? jumped over the 
side of »h° hask-t with their para- 
chutes ^trapped to them, amid a rain 
'T mar'-.i'-.p i^ur *h«>t<;. Then '-r»e gun 
pointed to the balloon and riddled it.

Every time that the train stop- 
ped a gang would start for the kit- 
chen and some of them would get fsd, 
while the others would rush back to 
get into their car before the train 
gathered too much speed. The same 
thing would happen at the next stop 
until we all were fed. 
At one place 


we stopped about twenty minutes and 
we all got our chow, washed and about 
half 
the company shaved. 
Going 


some, don't you think? 


We laru'.e 1 here in the evening, 


walked down to this town and took 
over a chateau. There is a big lawn 
in the .-ear and here the whole com- 
pany pitched pup tents and rested, 
if you car ca'l it that when vou are 
sleeping on the ground and then the 
rain drives y u out at 4:30 in the 
morning. It seems a sham» to spoil 
this law- with its great big trees 
and shrubbery and the winding paths. 
The chateau itself is a big ftone 
house, with the servants' quarters In 
the barn ar.d off to one sjd?. Sur- 
rounding this lawn and ;iouse is an 
immense garde^i containing every- 
thing, with a ten foot high stone wall 
all around that. 
We were the only 


troops here until yesterday, when a 
regiment came in here for a rest. Up 
until then w had things *ust about 
a? we "leased. 


Last Sundav we had dinner at one 


of the French homes. 
We bought 


steak, eggs, butter, bread, chees0 and 
jam and the ladv got some lettuce, 
new potatoes and pieplant and fixed 
them up. There wer" Two daughters, 
one about twenty-five an-* homelv as 
can .be (we named her "Pug Ugly") 
and the other one se\ent°en and as 
oretty a* the othe- is homelv. 
We 


had quite a time all eating together, 
drank a bottle of champafp0 and the 
little girl sane for us. 
She has a 


sweet little voice and a pair" of won- 
derful eyes and looked good to us. 
No screens on the doors or windows 
and a million flies swarmed over the 
table. Don't know as I would relish 
that meal a year ago. but it did taste 
good to us. 
After dinner we went 


into the garden and took some pic- 
tures. When we left they asked us 
to come again, but as yet we haven't 
gone back, and probably wont. 


We have a river rvht across the 


road and we go swimming almost 
every day. Get a hike or drill in the 
morning and a little whil? after din- 
ner and then go in. 
Gee! it sure Is 


good ar.d the river is a famous one, 
too. especially -ince this war.

FROM THE BOYS WITH THE COLORS 


Ntw§ ton fir-Awiy Frssct •! Ucal aai Gtatral Interest 


That he is anxious to do his share 


of the fighting on the French battle 
front is evidenced by the following 
ntwsy letter from John Cassidy. son 
of P. Cassidy, roadmaster on the Soo 
line, and which -was received by his 
parentg in this city last week: 


Somewhere in France, 


June 30, 1918. 


Dear Father and Mother:— 


Juut a few lines to let you know 


that I am still alive and feeling fine. 
I had a card from Joe yesterday, and 
h« is enjoying the army. He says 
he has not been anywhere near the 
lines as yet, and does not know when 
he will get there. He sure is a lucky 
bird, getting a trip to England and 
having a chance to see the sights 
there, but he is mighty unlucky in 
having to spend three or four months 
here without getting a crack at it. 
If he don't get there soon it is possible 
there may not be much for him to get 
to. 


Well, I have had considerable of it 


already, and am not so very close my- 
self. I would like to go over the top 
once at least, and believe me if I ever 
do I will bring back some souvenirs to 
decorate Stevens Point with, or be a 
souvenir myself. 


I notice by the papers they are 


sending men over here in fine style. 
The more the merrier, and the sooner 
the job will be done. 
The "Yanks" 


have shown Fritz they are not the 
good-for-nothings 
he thought they 


were, -and it is pretty well understood 
over here that when they get him 
going there will be no stop until we 
hit Berlin. 


I presume it was somewhat quiet 


at homo on the 4th. We had a pretty 
good time here all to ourselves. We 
played base ball, and had some fire- 
works. 
Fritz helped us out on the 


latter with a nice little bunch of 
bombs, but burned up a lot of powder 
without getting him very much of 
anything. 


We have things vei'y good now, 


work eight hours a day and Sundays 
off. 
The only thing we have to watch 


out for is Fritz's big ones. They hit 
around us pretty regular, but close 
does not count in this game. They 
have to hit you before they do much 
harm, even if they are big ones. 
Fritz generally gets wind of us at 
night, when he comes over with his 
bombs, but they are the same as his 
shells, they must drop on you before 
they get you. We are burrowing in the 
'ground most of the time. We have 
nim pretty well cornered in the air 
too, and when they do come they do 
not stay long, as our anti air craft 
guns give them a hot reception, and 
quick too. I have seen some very in- 
teresting air battles, and our lads 
generally come out on the winning 
aide. It is a wonderful sight to see 
Our gunners popping it to them at 
night. 
They get them located by 


flash lights and then hand it to them 
by the car load, and they are kept 
guessing I can tell you. There is cer- 
tainly a terrible racket when our guns 
are turned on the Huns. You would 
think the world was coming to an end. 
The 4th of July is not in it. 


I have had a lot of experience and 


seen more horrible sights since leav- 
ing the states, but I presume it is as 
He thing compared to what we are yet 
to see. You people back home, who 
ca* go to bed and sleep at night, can- 
Mot realize what the people in this 
fesctfon have to contend with con- 
stantly. 
I hear the division Joe is in is only 


ten or twelve miles from here. I will 
get a leave some Sunday soon and see 
ft I can find him or some of my old 
chums. All we can see here is tren- 
ches and barbed wire entanglements. 
I believe I have told you all the news, 
so will close.

American Expeditionary For- 
ces. The letter follows: 


Mur-de-Sologne. July 25. 1918 


.D«ar Aunt:— 


I am writing this in duplicate as I 


will send one copy to you and one to 
Aunt Let. as it is about the same 
things. 


You will notice that we are now 


•Mowed to tell where we are. If you 
can get hold of a good map of France 
»nd find the province of Loir-et-Cher 
''locate Bloi* and Romarantine. 
We 


•*re about half war between the two 
places. 


1 h*«e been in N«nt^s. Tours. Blois. 


Verzon. Sanecate. St. Germain ley 
Fosse*. Moulin, Bounces. Rouen. I«yon 
»nH of course Aix-lea-Bains. 


It was at Blois where I rfetted the 


chateau which was the home of Fran- 
cis I. and where the Duc-de-Gui*se 
wa« assassinated. 


Since then I have visited the Ca«t!e 


of rhamboH. which was the palace of 
Francis I. This is my idea of m-hat a 
castle would be. 
It is an immense 


affair Kuilt of white stone, situated in 
• park of 14.^00 acres, having about 
BOO room*. .100 chimney*, and numer- 
ous staircase*. 
The reason for so 


many chimney* i.« due to the fact that 
th* rooms are ireneralif very large 
and often have a fire place at each end. 
Th* sUimise in this palace, that is 
the main one. is very lantv and is of 
ptculia^ construct ion being a double 
atcircase and you cannot »ee one an- 
other coin* up or cofliiiHT down. We 
wtre not taken in many of the rooms. 
tat wer* in the bedroom of Francis I. 
TTiis it supposed to be an exact dup- 
licate a* it wa* when he occupied it. 
As yo« enter the courtyard you p**s 
throoirh a large gate and on either 
•M« of this gat* Uwrt is what appwn 
t» b* a wmfi b«t hi rwl*r it to the 


tUn *•* tfet 


barracks in which the soldiers lived. 
In the war of 1870 the Germans took 
this palace and until the present war 
was occupied by an Austrian noble, 
but is now held by the French until 
after the war, when it will probably 
be taken over by the French govern- 
ment as are all relics of the past. 


A few weeks later had the oppor- 


tunity to visit the Chateau of Chev- 
e:-ny. 
1 think this was the home of 


Henry the Fourth. 
It is the nicest 


chateau that I have seen in France on 
account of its fine frescos and paint- 
ings. 
This is partly due to the fact 


that it is now a residence and is being 
taken care of. 
The:me is a genuine 


armour room in which they have mail- 
ed armou.-. ancient swords and guns. 
There i.i also a Golilin tapestry there 
showing the Rape of Helen, said to 
be about six hundred years old and 
worth thousands of dollars. 
This is 


the first time that 1 have ever seen 
any of this work and it is certainly 
beyond description. 
I never would 


have imagined that it were possible 
to do such work, the colors are so 
varied and Mend so naturally that 
one thinks it is actually real. 


The first of June went on my seven 


days' leave for Aix-les-Bains. 
This 


is in the province of Savory, near the 
Swiss and Italian borders. We are al- 
lowed seven day? there with the time 
of travel extra. It you have any trou- 
ble locating it, look for th» town of 
Chambery and Aix is near there. 


The Y. M. C. A. have rented the 


Casino, which in peace time was the 
second biggest gambling resort in 
t'urope. second only to Monte Carlo. 
It is a 'He building. They have music 
every afternoon, moving picture shows 
and vaudeville at night, dancing: twice 
a week, as there are quite a number 
of Ensrli?h and American girls work- 
ing for the "Y" there. Besides this 
the:-e is an excursion every day to 
some point of interest. 


On the first day they took us around 


the city. Aix has its origin and de- 
rives its fame from the natural hot 
waters which come out of the side 
of a hiil in great volume and have to 
be cooled before being used in the 
baths. 
The waters were so famous 


that the Romans used to visit Aix and 
there are numerous ruins still stand- 
ing. 
Among them is a temple to 


Diana, now used as a town hall, or 
Hotel de Villc, as they call it over 
her-6. 
The remarkable thing about 


this buildin? is its construction and 
gives one some idea of the ancient 
way of doing things and why their 
buildings have been able to stand the 
ravages of time. There is no cement- 
ing mixture used to hold the blocks 
of sbone together which are about 
seven feet long, four thick, and about 
five wide. 
In the courtyard of this 


building are remains of pillars and 
stone bath tubs. In front of the build- 
ing is what they call the Roman Arc. 
This, as the name signifies, is a stone 
arc of big proportions. 
Hts origin 


is supposed to be about 300 A. D. but 
its purpose is doubtful. Some think 
it is a burial monumeat. for across 
the top is engraved the name of a 
prominent Roman citizen of that tim« 
and is laid off in squares with each 
square having the name of a member 
of his family engraved on it. 
From 


there you are taken to the cellars of 
some houses in which you can see the 
remains of what we now call swim- 
ming pools. You are then taken to 
see the water come out of the hill 
aide. 
To do this yon have to go 


through a tunnel about 300 ft. long 
and when you arrive at the spot the 
emperature of the water is so hot that 
'ou are perfectly willing to get out. 
After that you are taken to the baths, 
which are housed in an immense build- 
ing, one side of which is for the men 
and the other side for the women. 
There are baths of every description 
and some you cannot describe for you 
wonder how human ingenuity could 
devise so many different ways of tak- 
ing a bath. You can have it standing 
uo. sitting down, laying down, and. 
if that is not enough you can have any 
particular part of the body treated 
separately. All soldiers ar. allowed 
a shower free at a certain hour every 
morning.

He has con- 
structed railroads for himself, built 
cities at seaport towns, miles and 
miles of wha/ves, supply depots that 
are not only the equal but far surpass 
those of the pthe;- Allies, and numer- 
ous other things, with material that 
has mostly been brought from the 
States. Of course he could not have 
done all of this without the slosest 
co-operation of those over here and 
tho<<? left in the States. 
It is the 


latter fact that gives surprise to every 
one, 
even ourselves, for we did not 


think it possible in so short a time 
to pet the American people to pull. 
ing together. The American people do 
not want something as big as the 
others but they want the biggest and 
they are getting it. We have the big- 
gest aviation field in the world in 
France, the biggest supply depots, etc. 
Everything is the biggest. Near us 
is the biggest suplpy depot, the big- 
gest aviation field and we see every 
day the biggest f .-eight cars in France 
go by on the train. Then back of it 
all America is the biggest, so why 
should she not have the rest? You 
ought to see these Frenchmen's eyes 
open up when you tell them what we 
are doing. And on top of it all the, 
boys in trenches have shown them that 
they are as good or better fighters 
than the rest. They are still main- 
taining the prestige of the U. S. by 
not having been driven back yet but 
always going ahead and keeping what 
they have taken. In talking with the 
boys from up there, their only com- 
plaint is that they won't let them go 
after the Boche. 
There is a story 


going the rounds of the Americans 
being assigned an objective and of 
their taking it on schedule time, of 
the officers going back for instruc- 
tions" and the non-coms deciding to 
advance some more and taking a fur- 
ther position that was due to be taken 
two dayg latter. It certainly sounds 
American.
